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Tho  Guide  to  the  Comity  Archives  of  Indiana,  of  which  this  volume 
for  Carroll  County  constitutes  a  part,  was  prepared  for  the  primary  purpose 
of  £urnishia£  officials,  students  of  history,  and  the  citisens  of  the 
poinaunity  with  a  convenient  tool  for  their  use  in  consulting  the  county 
records.     It  is  also  hoped  the  information  contained  in  these  volumes  will 
encourage  the  public  in  general  to  take  a  greater  interest  in  better  pleasures* 
It  is  hoped  the  information  presented  herein  concerning  the  present  housing 
and  care  of  records  and  accommodations;  for  persons,  who  may  wish  to  consult 
them,  will  prove  to  have  value  for  officials  and  the  general  citizenry* 

The  invent oryy of  records,  was  made  during  the  period  May  9  to  June  15, 
1936,  under  supervision  of  S*  J»  Kagan,  State.  Director;  James  L»  Taylor, 
District  Supervisor;  and  Cards  3roekway_>  District  Pies  car  ch  Editor*  The 
field  workers  were  Clarence  '.Tils on, of  Bringhurst  and  Elmer  Largen.  of  Flora* 
Cooperation  was  given  by  the  county  and  Yforks  Progress  Administration  officials 
to  make  this  survey  successful*    The  field  workers  spent  one  week  properly 
ftrraag§$g  tjie  record  is  the  basement  "bum"  room.. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  editors  to  present  a  complete,  concise  picturee 
of  the  records  in  bibliographical  form*    The  inventory  is  preceded  with  a 
number  of  introductory  sections  to  enlighten  the  reader  concerning  facts 
forming  the  basis  for  the  records*    The  entries  of  the  inventory  are  carried 
in  consecutive  numbering  for  the  entire  county,  while  the  departments  are 
arranged  in  alphabetical  order*    Tflihere  it  is  applicable  natural  groupings 
under  a  subject  heading  are  made  within  the  office*    A  cross  reference  index 
following  the  inventory  is  intended  to  help  the  reader  locate  records  with  the 
least  effort*.

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I  HISTORY 


Carroll  County,  located  in  the  third  tier  northwest  of  Indianapolis, 
is  "bounded  on  the  north  by  V.hite  and  Cass  Count  ice,  on  the  oast  by  Howard 
and  Cass  Counties,  on  the  south  by  Clinton  County,  end  on  the  7:cr:t  by 
V.hite  end  Tippecanoe  Counties.     It  contains  576  square-  miles*    Trie  county 
seat  is  Delphi.    The  other  incorporated  to'.vns  in  the  county  are  Car/den, 
Yeoman,  and  Flora, 

The  original  title  to  this  land,  being  a  part  of  that  vast  domain 
including  the  present  State:  of  Indiana,  rested  v.rith  the  Indians  by  right 
of  occupancy*    The  United  States  Government  secured  title  to  the  last  of 
this  particular  region  by  the  treaty  of  Paradise-  Springs,  October  23,  1S26* 

The  first  permanent  v.hite  settlers  were  Henry  Robinson  and  his  family 
vrho  came  from  the  neighborhood  of  Dayton,  Ohio*    They  purchased  Coverrment 
land  and  commenced  the  building  of  their  log  cabin  December  31,  1824,  about 
three  fourths  of  a  mike  south  of  the  present  county  seat  of  Delphi.  Steadily 
other  settlers  arrived,  purchased  tracts  for  one  dollar  and  a  quarter  an  acre, 
built  their  log  houses-,  and  commenced  farming  this  fertile  valley  of  the 
Y/abasn  River*    V/hile  the  country  vras'  a  vrilderness'  no  difficulty  is  recorded 
with  the  Indians  or  other  unusual  hardships'  except  the  especially  large 
number  of  rattlesnakes* 

At  that  time  T.'ontg ornery  Copnty  had  jurisdiction  over  this  unorganized 
area  except  in  judicial  matters  which  were  taken  to  Tippecanoe  bounty.  At 
the  1S26~27  session  of  the  State  legislature  a  petition  for  a  separate  county 
government  r.ras  denied.    The  next  cession,  ho'.vever,  granted  the  petition  and 
designated  the  boundaries,  effective  May  I,  1828  as  follovrs:-    ''"Deginnirg  at 
the  northwest  corner  of  township  numbered  tvrenty-four  north,  rr.r.g^  two  ".vest;: 
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thence  south  nine  niles-  to  the  centre  of  township  numbered  23;  thence 
cent  17  miles  to  the  western  boundary  of  tho  great  Lliani  reservation; 
thence  north  with  said  boundary  eighteen  mile®  to  tho  centre  of  township 
nurbcred  twenty-six;  thence  west  eight  niles-  to  the  southeast  comer  of 
section  sixteen,  range  one  west;  thence  north  three  rales-  to  the  township 
line  dividing  tovmships.  twenty-six  and  tv/enty- seven;  thence'  *. rest  thirteen 
niles  to  the  section  line,  dividing  sections  four  and  five,  range  three 
west;  thence  south  with  said  sectional  line,  twelve  r.iles  to  the  northern 
boundary  of  Tippecanoe  county;  thence  east  four  rales-  to  the  place  of 
beginning."    (laws  of  Indiana,  1827-22,  p.  21.) 

An  act  of  January  50,  1530,  attached  to  Carroll  County  all  that  part 
of  the  county  of  Yfabash,  that  lies:  west  of  Carroll—  (lb id. ,  1829-30,  p. 25). 
The  atto.chr.ent  nade  in  1550  was'  altered  by  an  act  of  February  10,  1831,  to 
include  that  territory  north  of  Tippecanoe  and  Carroll,  to  the  line  dividing 
townships  30  and  51  north*    (ibid.*  1830-51  Special  p»  18), 

This  boundary  was  later  altered  by  statute  as  follows:    "Hereafter  the 
Tippecanoe  River  shall  be  the  western  boundary  of  Carroll  County,  frort  where 
the  north  line  of  said  county  strikes  the  river.,  until  said  river  strikes 
the  section  line  dividing  thirty-throe  and  twenty-eight,  in  township  twenty- 
six^  and  all  the  territory  -.rest  of  said  river  and  north'  of  said  line  in 
township  twenty-six,  and  range  three  west,  is  hereby  attached  to  the  county 
of  V.Tiite,  as  intended  by  the  act,  entitled.    An  act  to  alter  the  boundary 
lino  between  Carroll  and  V.h.itc,  approved  February  4,  1857."    (Laws  of  Indiana 
1C38-39  C-encral;p.  93). 

In  the  Revised  Statutes  of  1843  the  law  describing  county  boundaries 
nahes  the  Tippecanoe  River  the  west  boundary  of  Carroll  in  townships  25  and  2 
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north.    A  lavr  passed  January  15,  1046,  however,  effects  a  slight  change 
as  f ollera :    So  much  of  section  thirty-three  in  township  twenty-six  north, 
range  thrco  vrcst,  and  sections  four,  nine,  sixteen,  and  twenty-one  in 
tov.nship  twenty-five  north,  range  three  vrcst,  as  lies  west  of  Tippecanoe 
River  is  hereby  made  a  part  of  Carroll  County.     (Revised  Statutes  of  Indians., 
1842-45,  pp.  84,  89,  and  90,    Laws-  of  Indiana,  1845-46,  Local,  p.  364.-) 

The  county  was  named  Carroll  in  honor  of  Charles  Carroll  of  Baltimore, 
then  the  only  surviving  signor  cf  the  Declaration  of  Independence. 

Y/Illiam  Wilson  gave  one  hundred  acres  for  a  county  seat.    The  town  v:as 
first  called  Carrollton  but  shortly  afterwards-  Its  none  was-  changed  to  Delphi. 

The  first  election  was  held  April  2QS  1828,  seventy-six  votes'  being  cast. 
Isaac  Griffith  and  Christopher  IlcCombs  wore  elected  associate  judgew;  Daniel 
F.  Vand event  or,  Clerk  and  Recorder;-  Jacob  Baum,  Aaron  Hicks  and  Graham  Roberts, 
County  Commissioners •    Henry  Robinson  vnass  the  first  justice  cf  the  peace, 
commissioned  by  Governor  Ray^JuSy  14,  1828* 

The  organising  act  designated  the  house:  of  Daniel  Baum  on  Deer  Creel-:  as 
the  place  for  holding  court*    In  the  fall  of  1829  the  courts  wore  held  in  the 
new  schooihouse  in  Delphi* 

The  first  courthouse  was  erected  in  Delphi  in  1851.    Usually  a  county's- 
first  courthouse  was  more  or  less  a  temporary  structure,  but  this  one  was 
built  of  brick  and  vr&S  two  stories  high  surmounted  by  a  cupola.  This 
building  v;as  in  use  twenty-five  years. 

The  first  jail  was  built  in  1829  in  the  block  north  of  the  public  square. 
Huge  timbers  made  it  escape-proof*    One  cell  was-  reserved  for  debtors*  This 
building  served  until  1875. 
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The  first  settlers  found  that  much  of  the  richest  soil  was  swampy 

and  noeded  draining*    The  first  ditches  were  along  the  roadways,  but  tho 

General  Assembly  of  1875  made  provision  whereby  the  County  Commissioners 

could  designate  drainage  ditches-  upon  the  petition  of  one  or  more.  Later 

on,  tile  drains  were  constructed  instco.d  of  open  ditches*    An  Act  of  1885 

authorized  the  appointment  of  a  drainage  commissioner  and  stipulated  that 

*■  ■ 

the  Judicial  court  should  pass  upon  petitions  for  drainage  ditches.  It 

also  allo-.Tcd  for  property  assessments-*     (Acts  1875,  ch»  64,  Acts  1865,  ch*  40.) 

A  major  problem  for  the  pioneers  of  this  county  was  the  natter  of 
transportation*    Farm  to  market  exchange  was  necessary  for  prosperity  and 
progress.    Overland  transportation  was  not  feasible  at  that  tine.    It  -Has 
believed  a  canal  from  Lake  Erie  to  the  Vfabash  River  would  be  practical  and 
on  March  2,  1327,  Congress-  granted  the  necessary  land  to  the  State.  Work 
was  started  in  1852  and  completed,  in  1043  at  the  tremendous  cost  to  the 
struggling  young  State  of  fifteen  million  dollars,  part  of  %vhich,  according 
to  reports,  has  not  yet  been  paid.    However  an  outlet  for  Carroll  County 
east  to  Toledo  and  to  the  river  towns  to  the  south  was-  provided  and  proved 
adoquate  until  tho  Vfabash  Railroad  was  built  through  this  country  in  1857, 
after  which  tho  canal  gradually  came  into  complete  disti.se. 

A  law  of  1877  allowed  the  County  Commissioners  to  build  gravel  roads 
after  proper  petitions  had  been  filed.    3onds  were  issued  by  the  county  and 
"che  roads  were  known  as  free  gravel  roads.    In  1680  Carroll  County  took 
advantage  of  this  law  and  in  the  next  few  years;  an  adequate  network  of 
highway  c ommunic at ions  v.xls  established.    (Acts  1677,  ch*  46). 

The  second  courthouse,  planned  in  1856,  was  tv.ro  stories  high',  built  of 
brick  and  had  a  clock  tower*     It  had  been  in  use  for  fifty-nine  years  when 


John  C.  Odcll  "wrote  in  his  "History  of  Carrol]  County,"  that  "the 
accumulat ion  of  record::  in  all  public  officer:  (storage  room  bcinrj 
at  a  premium) ,  the  cellar  full  of  books  and  papers,  office  rooms 
ovcrcroivded  v.rhen  a  half  dozen  men  enter  them--the  necessity  of  bettor 
accor.ir.od  at  ions  are  manifest  to  everybody*" 

The  State  fire  manehal  condemned  the  old  courthouse,  and  in  1917 
the  present  building  v;as-  erected*    It  is  a  complete,  modern  structure 
faced  with  Indiana  limestone*    Besides-  the  xuraal  county  offices  ard 
courtroom  it  has  an  assembly  hall  and  quarters  for  veterans  in  the 
basement* 


GOVERNMENTAL  ORGANIZATION  AND  RECORDS  SYSTEM 


The  county  serves-  as-  a  unit  .Cor  the  maintenance  of  peace  through  tho 
Sheriff;  the  administration  of  justice  through  the  judicial  circuit;  the 
administration  of  welfare  work  through  hospitals,  inf irmaries  and  poor  relief 
systems;  the  administration  of  public  works,  such  as  highways,  build  in-*  and 
drainage  systems;  tho  Imposition  and  collection  of  taxos;  the  holding  of 
elections;-  the  administration,  to  a  limited  degree,  of  education;  and  the 
enforcement  of  State  laws  and  decrees* 

The  General  Assembly  conferred  upon  the  Carrol".  County  Board  of  Commiss- 
ioners- powers  of  a  local  administrative  character  (l  Indiana.  Rev*  Stat.,  1852, 
Ch.  20,  Sec.  1).    A  Board  of  Finance  has  jurisdiction  over  financial  matters 
(Acts  1907;  Bums  61-606  /I2SI37)*    The  elective  board,  County  Council  (Acts 
1399;:  3ums  23-502  /SSSS/),  has  powers  of  administrative  character  on  budget 
and  tec-:  levy  matters:.    As  a  protection  to  the  taxpayers  of  the  county,  the 
Board  of  Review  7.ras  established  and  re-established  (Acts  1391;  Acts-  1919, 
Burns  S-i-122  /li2Co/)  to  review  and  correct  assessments;  and  later  followed 
the  formation  of  the  Board  of  Tax  Adjustments  (Acts-  1933;  Burns  64-504).  The 
record,  or?  the  actions  of  the  above  boards  was;  incorporated  with  the  records 
affected.    In  1936,  the  General  Assembly  established  the  Carroll  County  Board 
of  Public  Welfare  (Acts-  1936,  Special  Session,  Burns  52-1117)  vrith  jurisdiction 
over  all  matters  of  a  charitable  character.    A  Board  of  Turnpike  directors  was- 
established  in  1879  and  abolished  in  1913,  the  jurisdiction  transferred  t;o 
the  County  Commissioners-  (Acts  1879;  1913). 

The  constitution  provides-  that  the  State  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be 
divided  into  judicial  circuits  and  a  Judge  and  Prosdcuting  Attorney  elected  for 
each  circuit  (Indiana  Const.,  Art*  7,  Sec.  11).    The  seventy-fourth  circuit, 
Carroll  County,  was  established  in  1927  (Acts:  1927;-.  Burns  4-332  /I-IOr^). 
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The  constitution  directs  that  there!  shall  be  ©looted  by  the  people, 
at  the  time  of  holding  general  elections,  a  Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court, 
Auditor,  Recorder,  Treasurer*,  Sheriff,  Coroner,  and  Surveyor  (Indiana 
Const.,  Art*  6,  Sec.  2);:  and  that  such  other  county  offices,  as  may  be 
necessary,  shall  be  elected  and  appointed  in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  lavr  (Indiana  Const.,  Art.  S,  3ec»  3).    In  1399,  the  General  Assembly 
prescribed  the  appointive  office  of  Health  Commissioner  (Acts  1899;  Burns 
26-591  ^53627)to  protect  and  administer  to  the  health  of  the  people  of 
Carroll  County;  in  1919,  the  elective  office  of  Assessor  (Acts  1319;-  Burns 
34-1101  /l4200/)  to  supervise  assessment  of  property;  in  1923,  the  appointive 
office  of  Agricultural  Agent  (Acts  1923,-  Burns  23-4911)  to  further  agricultural 
progress  in  the  county;  in  1933,  the  appointive  office  of  Highway  Supervisor 
(Acts  1333;  Burns  36-1110)  to  supervise  construct  ion  and  repair  of  Carroll 
County  roadc. 

The  administration  of  education  in  Carroll  County  (outside  of  municipal 
corporations)  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  County  Board  of  Education  and 
the  County  Superintendent  of  Schools  (Acts-  1339,  1911,  1913,  and  1327;  Burns 
23-702  /6507/)» 

Between  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution  of  1816  and  the  Constitution 
of  1351,  practically  no  changes  were  made  in  the  form  of  government  in  Carroll 
County,    Follovring  this  period  to  the  present  tine,  changes-  ■were  mainly  enlarge- 
ments of  the  government,  such  as  creation  of  the  above  offices.    The  establish- 
ment of  e&ch  of  these  offices-  caused  the  beginning  of  separate  records  as 
prescribed  by  the  General  Assembly  under  the  provisions  for  each  respective- 
office. 

As  each  office  v;as  created,  the  General  Assembly  prescribed'  the  type  of 
records  which  should  bo  Icept,  in  many  cases  listing  the  particular  form  of  the 
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page.    Carroll  County  vras  allovrod  Its  cr;m  fora  of  accounting  until,  in 
1900,  the  legislature  established  the  State  Board  of  Accounts  which  form- 
ulates-, prescribes,  and  installs  a  system  of  accounting  and  reporting  which 
is  uniform  for  every  public  office  of  the  same  class  (Acts  1909;  Burns  SQ-202 
^/l2S57/)  •    Under  this  law-,  some  of  the  records  "were  combined  to  eliminate 
separation,  duplication^  and  overlapping*    The  lav;  also  permits  the  use  of 
bound  looseleaf  records  in  almost  all  cases-  v.hore  the  recorder  arc  typed.  The 
quality  of  the  paper  and  ink,  binding  and  rcbinding  practices-  are  left  to  the 
judgment  of  the  3oard  of  County  Commissioners,  except  that  a  good  quality  is 
asked* 

Whenever  it  may  be  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  the  records-  for  any 
offico  of  Carroll  County  from  mutilation,  the  Board  of  County  Commissioner a 
issues  an  order  directing  the  officer  in  charge  to  copy  and  transcribe  the 
records  for  preservation  (Acts-  1877;  Burns  26-204  /SOSS/)  •    Such  records-  so 
transcribed  have  the  force  and  effect  of  the  original  record  (Acts  1377; 
Bums  26-535  ^30§4/). 


HOUSING  OF  PUBLIC  RECORDS 


The  Carroll  County  courthouse,  constructed  in  1916-1917,  of  stono, 
measures  120*  by  1101  by  50 f,  allowiiag  600,000  cubic  foot  in  spacer*  The 
building  house  s^  the  officer  of  Highway  Supervisor  and  Surveyor,  on  the 
first  floor;  Assessor,  Auditor,  Recorder,  Sheriff,  and  Treasurer,  on  the 
second  floor;:  Clerk  and  Superintendent  of  Schools  on  the  third  floor,-  and 
a  "bun"  room  in  the  basement.     It  is  approximately  99$  fireproof,  housing 
about  35;'o  of  the  public  records  in  fireproof  vaults* 

The  Agricultural  Agent's  bureau,  located  in  the  northwest  corner  of 
tho  first  floor,  measures  26 1  by  24'  by  12 * ,  with  one  door  6§f  by  5r,  and 
four  windows  5*  by  3*  •    The  floor  is  marble,  ceiling  and  walls-,  plaster,  all 
in  good  condition.    The  ventilation  and  atmospheric  conditions  arc  good,  and 
it  is  clean  and  dry.    In  a  bookcase  on  the  west  side  of  the  room,  there  are 
64  of  wood  shelving,  all  of  which  arc  occupied  with  unbound  materials.  It 
is  not  crowded,  allowing  plenty  of  space  for  new  shelving.    Two  desks,  seven 
tables,  and  other  office  equipment  afford'  good  accommodations  to  users.  All 
of  the  bureau's  records  arc  housed  here. 

The  Assessor's-  bWQftU^  located  in  the  northwest  soot  ion  of  the  second 
floor,  measures  25*  by  12"'  by  14-',  with  three  doors         by  3',  and  two 
windows  7'  by  3'.    The  floor  is  marblo,  ceiling  and  -.Talis,  plaster,  all  in 
good  condition.    The  ventilation  and  atmospheric  conditions  are  good,  aiid 
it  is  clean  and  dry.    Along  the  west  wall,  there:  are  24'  o?  cteel  roller 
shelving,  all  of  which  are  occupied  with  bound  volumes,  while  14'  of  botmdl 
volumes  and  4S'  of  boxes  13"  deep,  containing  unbound  materials,  are  stacked 
on  tables  and  desks.    The  accommodations  for  users  are  poor.  Approximately 
2o%  cf  the  bureau's  records:  are  housed  here,  while  5%  are  stored  in  the 
Auditor's  main  office,  and  70%  are  in  the  basement  "bum"  room.     It  is  recom- 
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mended  that  additional  space  and  equipment  be  allotted  for  the  proper 
housing  of  this  burcaxi'c  recox-ds. 

The  Auditor's  bureau,  located  in  the  northeast  ccction  of  the  second 
floor,  comprises-  a  main  office,  private  office,  and  storage  room.    The  main 
office  measures-  54*  by  22'  by  14',  vrith  three  doors  7?.-'  by  6',  also  7g*  by 
3',  and  eight  windows  6g*  by  3'.    The  floor  is  marble,  ceiling  and  walls, 
plaster,  all  in  good  condition.    The  ventilation  and  atmospheric  conditions- 
aro  good,  with  a  slight  amount  of  dust  and  soot  in  the  room.    At  the  northwest 
cornef,  underneath  a  counter,  there  arc  304' "of  steel  roller  shelving,  all  of 
which  is  occupied  vrith  bound  volumes,  while  50'  of  bound  volumes,  and  280' 
of  12"  boxes  containing  unbound  materials,  are  stacked  on  the  office  furniture. 
There  is  sufficient  equipment  to  accommodate  users.    Approximately  5%  of  the 
bureau's  records  are  housed  here,  while  5%  are  kept  in  the  private  office, 
85%  are  stored  in  the  storage,  room,  and  5%  are  in  the  basement  "bum"  room. 
There  is  also  5%  of  the  Assessor's  records  housed  in  this  room.     It  is  not 
crowded,  allowing  ample  space  for  new  shelving,  .and  it  is  recommended  that 
equipment  be  allotted  for  the  proper  housing  of  these  public  records.  The 
private  of  £  ice .  measures  20 1  by  17'  by  14 vrith  two  doors  7'  by  2',  and  four 
windows  6-.j*  by  3^f»    The  floor  is  marble,  ceiling  and  walls,  plaster,  all  in 
good  condition.    The  ventilation  and  atmospheric  conditions  are  good,  wifh 
very  little  dust,  soot,  or  dampness-.    Along  the  west  wall,  there  are  53'  of 
ireeel  roller  shelving,  of  which  42'  are  occupied  with  bound  volumes.  There 
is  sufficient  equipment  for  users.    Approximately  S%  of  the  bureau's  records- 
are  housed  here.    The  room  is  crowded,  allowing  practically  no  room  for  ex- 
pansion vrith  new  shelving,  and  it  is  recommended  that  additional  space  be 
allotted  for  the  proper  housing  of  these  public  records.    The  storage,  room 
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mca-urec  15 *  by  12*  by  12* ,  withkonc  door  7'  by  3*,  and  no  windows.  The 
floor  is  marblo,  ceiling  and  walls*  plaster,  all  in  fair  condition.  The 
ventilation  is  close,  temporaturd  regulated,  with  littlo  dust  and  no 
dampness-*    Along  the  north  and  east  walls,  there  are  300*  of  wood  shelving, 
all  of  which  is  occupied  witb  bound  volumes,  while  filing  cabin       pr ovid o 
15'  of  boxes  12"  deep.    Approximately  35%  of  the  bureau's  records  are  housed 
here.    There  are  practically  no  accomodations  for  users,  and  it  is  re  com  ended' 
that  additional  equipment  be  allotted  for  the  proper  housing  of  these  public 
records. 

The  Cleric's  bureau,  located  in  the  southwest  corner  of  the  second  floor, 
comprises  a  main  office,  privatd  room  on  the  second  floor,  private  room  on 
the  third  floor,  and  a  Circuit  courtroom  on  the  third  floor.    The  main  office 
moasures  45*  by  45*  by  14',  with  two  doors  Tg*  by  3',  also  c{/'  by  5T,  and  six 
windows  6-?/'  by  5*,  also  G-?jf  by  5s.    The  floor  is  marble,  ceiling  and  walls $ 
plaster,  all  in  good  condition.    The  ventilation  and  atmospheric  conditions 
are  good,  and  it  is  very  dusty  but  dry.    Along  the  north  7n2.ll,  under  a  counter, 
also,  along  the  south  and  east  -vails,  there  are  834'  of  v/ood  shelving,  of 
which.  732'  are  occupied  with  boimi  volumes,  while  filing  cabinets;  nrpvide. 
1,293'  of  boxes  13"  deep.    It  is  not  crowded,,  allowing  plenty  of  space  for 
expansion.

The  Assessor  is  nominated  by  primary  and  electod  for  a  four-year 
term  in  the  fall  election,  there  being  no  prohibition  against  successive 
terms  in  office*    Qualifications  are  established  by  law;  he  must  have 
been  a  continuous  freeholder  of  Carroll  County  for  not  less  than  four 
years  before  the.  .date  of  election,  and  he  must  provide  a  five  thousand 
dollar  bond,  with  wo  or  more  good  and  sufficient  freehold  sureties 
approved  by  the  Auditor,  who  also  administers  the  oath  of  office*  The 
statutes  direct  that  he  shall  be  subject  to  the  orders  and  directions 
of  the  State  board  of  tax  commissioners*    He  may  be  removed  from  of- 
fice for  misfeasance,  upon  notice  and  hearing,  and  may  appeal  to  the 
Circuit  Court  from  unfavorable  hearings  below.     (Acts  1919,  Burns

The  County  Commissioners,  by  virtue  of  thoir  offioo,  v/ero  constituted 
a  board  of  turnpike  directors,  by  an  Act  of  1379 •    The  managomont  and 
control  of  all  froo  turnpikes  in  the  county  were  vested  in  the  board. 
The  county  was  divided' into  three  districts,  and  each  director  had 
personal  supervision  of  one  district,    ^hey  had  the  power  to  appoint 
suitable  persons  to  superintend  the  work  of  repairs;  contract  for 
labor  and  materials;  enter  upon  lands  to  take  gravel  and  to  give 
certificates  of  payment;  and  to  appoint  a  clerk  of  the  board  (Acts  1379) • 

An  Act  of  1905  superseded  the  Act  of  1879  and  all  its  amendments, 
which  did  not  materially  change  the  functions  of  the  turnpike  directors. 
(Acts  1905) • 

An  aot  passed  in  1913  repealed  the  act  of  1905  and  abolished  the 
Turnpike  Directors  as  an,   administrative  board,  transferring  their 
jurisdiction  to  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  with  authority,  at  their 
discretion,  to  appoint  a  Superintendent  of  Highways  (q.  v.;  in  counties 
having  more  than  two  hundred  miles  of  highways •    In  event  the  Board 
of  Commissioners  does  not  mako  such  appointment,  and  in  all  other 
counties,  the  Surveyor  exercises  such  supervision.     (Acts  1913) •
